“Material is not gen- 
erally stored in bins or racks. Aisle’ 


~ispace does not appear to be well 


defined, which impedes general 
movement of work.” | 
Bookkeeping Criticised. 

In criticising bookkeeping meth- 
ods, the report states that there 
does not seem to be a clear under- 
standing between the building de- 
partment and the auditing depart- 


‘ment as to the proper distinction 


between capital expenditures and 
maintenance expenditures, and rec- 
ommends that a policy be adopted 
to standardize charges to the two 
accounts. : 

The report says that there is 
not sufficient clerical help avail- 
able in the shops to make all nec- 
essary computation of job: costs, 
with the result that there are large 
accumulations of incompleted job 
cost sheets. 

“We are informed,” the report 
continues, “that no effort is made 
to contpare systematically actual 
job costs with job cost estimates. 
It is our opinion that the present 
method of computing these jobs 
does not give sufficient results to 
justify the work done therewith.” 
Sullivan said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that most of the 
methods criticised in ‘the report 
were installed on recommendations 
made in supplements to previous 
audits by Boyd, Cronk & Co., and 
added that practices objected to 
were corrected in accordance with 
recommendations by Ernst €& 
Ernst. : 

The report points out that the 
auditing department now keeps 
books on ‘the basis of cash receipts 
and disbursements, and recom- 
mends adoption of a system using 
an accrual basis, under which ex- 
penses would not be charged up 
until: materials are consumed, The 
firm says it is of the opinion that 
the latter system provides for 
preparation of more dependable 
financial and operating statements 
and for more accurate determina- 
tion of costs. 

Method Called “Cumbersome.” 
‘Auditing department records re- 
lating principally to data required 
in preparation of costs and statis- 
tical data appear to be “somewhat 
awkward and cumbersome,” the 
report states, and recommends that 
a record system showing distribu- 
tion of charges, hand written on 
single large work sheets, causing 
some accounts to appear in a num- 
ber of places, be replaced by a plan, 
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One route in the southern part

aside from their immediate effect

Army P-40 pursuit planes took part 
in the air fight with 27 Japanese 
craft over Soerabaja, Dutch naval 
base. This was the largest number 
of these craft yet reparted in a 
single action. 

The Navy’s report was the first 
mentioning American submarine 
activity in the Far East since a 
communique of Jan. 26 said a sub- 
marine had torpedoed an enemy 
aircraft carrier in Macassar Strait. 

One American airplane was lost 
in the fight with 25 Japanese heavy 
bombers and two fighters which 
attacked Soerabaja in four waves, 
but the pilot parachuted to safety. 
The Americans shot down five 
bombers and one fighter. 

(At Batavia, Aneta News Agency 
said eight Japanese bombers and 
one fighter were shot down in a 
fight with allied craft over Soer- 
abaja Wednesday. This was be- 
lieved to refer to the same action 
described in the Washington com- 
munique and presumably the three 
additional raiders were destroyed 
by Allied planes other than Amer- 
ican.) 

(The Japanese said they de- 
stroyed 46.

BERN, Feb. 20.—Strong mer 
forcement of the Nazi party’s in- 
ternal solidarity with an even 
firmer grip over the German popu- 
lation, is the double consequence 
of the appointment of Martin 
Bohrmann as successor to Rudolf 
Hess in the capacity of substitute 
Fuehrer. Hess fled by plane to 
England last May 10. 

Bohrmann’s appointment was an- 
nounced yesterday. Hitler now has 
concentrated power entirely in the 
hands of a few trusted men, all 
his intimate assistants and friends 
—all stanch, experienced Nazis. 

Bohrmann’s appointment may 
prove to be the beginning of re- 
newed hardships for German Cath- 
olics, In religious matters his at- 
titude ts described as “very na- 
tional.” His official biography 
starts in 1920 when he attended an 
agricultural school. In 1923 he was 
jailed for one year for a “political 
offense.” He was head of the 
party press in Thuringia in 1927, 
ascending to the position of dis- 
trict leader there. His no tion 
as chief of staff in the ‘Hess chan- 
cery occurred in 1933, Bohrmann 
fought in the first World War in 
adree corps against the Bolsheviks 
along the Latvian border.

The first woman to hold the 
budget . post; Miss Cobb has no

has some definite ideas about 
business methods in government 
and reducing costs, and, happen 
what. may, she is having some fun 
trying to further these ideas. 

The budget office at times has 
been little more than just another 
department name on a Capitol 
building door, but with Miss Cobb 
as the occupant, the office has 
been a bit of a plague to some 
officials. There are officeholders 
who merely mutter about her 
recommendations and there are 
others who swear about “Mag- 
gie’s” ideas. : 

This does not disturb the blunt 
speaking lady of the. budget, who 
goes right along blasting at waste, 


or improper accounting methods, 


or undesirable conditions, with a 
report here and a report there, for 
the Governor's information. 

\ There is a director of the budget, 
by statute, but little is heard of 
him except when the biennial ex- 
budget recommendation 
goes to the Legislature. His name 
goes on the title page, along with 
that of the Governor and the as- 
sistant director. The law desig- 
nates the chairman of the State 
Tax Commission. as ex-officio bud- 
get director, but Miss.Cobb does 
most of the work and aids the 
Governor in trying ‘to close the 
zipper on the public purse. 

Outspoken in her doctrine of 
economy, Miss Cobb can be vig- 
orous of speech when the occa- 
sion demands. Her middle name is 
Mae, but she is a much more’ posi- 
tive character than the unused 
name would imply. 

In 1928 she quit a job as super- 
visor of State income tax, in the 
State Auditor’s office, because of 
her views on centralization of tax 
collections. ) 

“T left the office because I 
would not go before the Legisla- 
ture and ask for an appropriation 
to keep the income tax supervision, 
in the Auditor's office,” she said. 
A was convinced, from my experi- 
ence, that all State tax collections

should be centralized in one de- 
partmient, separate from the Audi- 
tor's department.” 

She believes governmental costs 
can be cut and governmental ef- 
ficiency improved. She has re- 
ferred to the overgrown structure 
of State. departments, boards, 
bureaus, institutions and commis- 
sions as a tax-eating “monstrosity.” 
Appropriations for the 1941-42 
biennium totaled $249,252,000, not 
large by national standards but a 
record for Missouri. . | 


“Each department should be 
studied separately and placed upon 
a cost basis,” Miss Cobb said to- 
day. “Some functions of the State 
Government should be abolished 
and others should be consolidated. 
Some costs should be cut 50 per 
cent and others should be in- 
creased, to promote economy and 
efficiency. I think the aggregate 
result would be a probable reduc- 
tion of about 25 per cent in gen- 
eral operations costs.”

efficient administration. and 
proper accounting, “freed of poli- 
tics,” could be maintained at a 
greatly reduced cost with a higher 
standard of care of patients.

Miss Cobb said 
the greatest handicap of some of 
the departments was inefficiency. 

Miss Cobb, who recently observed 
her fifty-fifth birthday, was. born 
in Nebraska and moved to Greene 
County, Missouri, when she was 
12 years old. Her first accounting 
and business éxperience was‘ as 
secretary and treasurer of a con- 
tracting firm in Springfield. 

She came to Jefferson City in 
1921 as a clerk in the State Treas- 
urer’s department and subsequently

was placed in charzé of the State 
deposits in banks, and the collat- 
eral guaranteeing these deposits. 
She had charge of the liquidation 
of State accounts in several closed 
banks. 

In 1925 she was appointed super- 
visor of State income tax in the 
State Auditor’s office. She re- 
signed in 1928, as related, because 
of her views on centralization of 
tax collections. For the next 12 
years she was in private employ- 
ment, with one exception. This 
work largely -was on governmental 
costs and tax analysis, for agencies 
such as the Associated Industries 
of Missouri, the Governmental Re- 
search Institute of St. Louis and 
the Missouri Farmers’ Association. 
She spent most of the time in Jef- 
ferson City. The one exception 
was when she went to Washington 
as secretary to United States Sen- 
ator Roscoe C, Patterson of Spring- 
field for one session of Congress, 
in .

he was elected Governor in Novem- 
ber, 1940, and was the Governor's 
first department appointee after he 
was inaugurated. :

Child's Table Manners — 


the preoccupations, apprehen-

After the age of 50, 
chances of a male’s dying of can- 
cer decrease but the female's re- 
main about the same, the propor- 
tion being 125. ‘to 1000. 

Tuberculosis shows an age dis- 
tribution, but just the opposite of 
cancer. The worst period is from 
birth to the age of 20. In both the 
male and female, at this aga pe- 
riod, the chance are about 25 out 
of 1000 that you will die of tuber- 
culosis. After that there is a sharp 
drop so that at the age of 60, 
chances are about six out of 1000 
that you will die of tuberculosis. 

Diabetes is, for some reason, 4 
little more chancey in the female 
than in the male. The chance of 
a female up to the age of 25 dying 
of diabetes ig about 35 out of 1000 
while those of a male are about 
20 out of 1000. 

Well, there you are. You really 
haven't very much choice in the 
matter. You are more likely in 
this year of grace, even with war 
destruction, to die old than young.

ter if they have been allowed to 
stand in the baking pan 20 min- 
utes before they are placed in the 
oven for baking. 
Be sure to rinse all the soap 
out of laundered blankets, so 
they'll be dry and fluffy. Rinse 
through several waters the same 
temperature as that used for the 
washing. Lukewarm is the best for 
woolen blankets. Rinsing is as im- 
portant as the washing itself. 


Knitted garments are best spread 
flat to dry after being shaped to 
an outline drawn before washing. 
Blankets will dry more quickly if 
air can circulate between the folds. 
If the weight is evenly divided 
there is little likelihood of their 


sagging.
